Considering that it may 
cost Canadians $400 or over to make 
a trip, it means that they will have 
to be given more than two games on 
a road trip to make it worth while. 

A general meeting of league rep¬ 
resentatives will be held at Calgary

Great War. The greatest sym¬ 
pathy will be felt for the repub¬ 
lic, and liberty loving people of j 
democractic countries cannot re¬ 
frain from openly advocating 
stout resistance to the demands 
of European dictators. 

N obody wants war, ex¬ 
cept those who have an in¬ 
satiable greed for power at any 
cost, nevertheless if democratic 
principles are to be maintained 
in the world, the right as we see 
it must be upheld.

P REMIER ABERHART h 
another startling proposal, 
which so far has received little 
encouragement. All provincial 
premiers have been invited to a 
conference to discuss Canadian 
unity, while the Dominion gov¬ 
ernment, the unifying force of 
the Dominion, is not to be rep¬ 
resented. One wonders at times 
if the premier is really sane in 
his outlook, for it seems that 
his political and religious fervor 
blinds him to cool logical reason¬ 
ing. Maybe he has an idea that 
he could have himself installed 
as the king-pin of such a confer¬ 
ence, and so satisfy his over¬ 
weening ambition for more pow¬ 
er than he has as premier of Al-1 
berta. But other provincial! 
premiers are not likely to march 
with Aberhart, after the record 
of three years lack of accom- 
plishment in any one of his pre¬ 
election promises. 

T OWN EXPANSION brings 
its problems. Spreading 
westward, habitations have been 
built on a piece of sub-divided 
land in a very attractive location. 
But dwellings have been erected 
so close to Coleman’s water sup 
ply that there is danger of it be¬ 
coming polluted. Provincial 
health officials in a survey have 
pointed out the danger to the 
town council and the water com.

continued erection of dwellings 
were sanctioned, the only alter¬ 
native would be that the intake 
of the water supply from the 
Crows Nest river would have to 
be moved upstream, at a heavy 
cost, which would have to be 
borne in higher rates by those 
living within the corporate 
area of the town. It would be 
poor business for the town au. 
thoriiies to curtail legitimate de¬ 
velopment, especially since there j 
scarcity of building lots. 
The development of the sub-di¬ 
vision east of town which was 
recently legally annexed in no 
way interferes with existing ser¬ 
vices, though requiring an ex¬ 
tension of water and power fa¬ 
cilities. But the development of] 
the western sub-division does 
entail a problem which should 
have been fully considered be¬ 
fore lots were sold to individuals, 
who, together with the original 
owners of the land, are facing a 
serious problem in the present 
situation which may entail in-] 
convenience and resultant loss. 
Frequent sampling of water has 
been advised by provincial au¬ 
thorities to discover signs of| 
pollution and in the meantime 
vigilance will be maintained to 
safeguard the health of the peo¬ 
ple served by the water system.

Since the new subdivision is located 
above the intake of Coleman’s water | 
supply, it will in a short time become 
polluted if persons are allowed to set¬ 
tle there. The council authorized a 
letter to be sent to the provincial 
health department, protesting the lo¬ 
cation of a subdivision at that point, 
and also asked Coleman Light and 
Water Co. to support their protest. 

A letter from Mr. Butterfield, pro¬ 
vincial sanitary inspector, ordered the 
town to enforce dairies within the 
town limits to adhere to the Dairies 
Act, and owners not complying \ 
to be summoned to police court. 

It was moved by the council that 
no person within the town limits 
would be allowed to keep a cow on 
any lot. Constable Antle was instruct¬ 
ed to strictly enforce this order. 

A letter from Dr. Campbell, den¬ 
tist, asking for a refund of $25, which 
he paid the town when he first start¬ 
ed in business some years ago, was 
tabled. The Alberta statutes now 
allow a dentist bleonging to the Al¬ 
berta Dental Association to practice 
his profession anywhere in Alberta 
without the necessity of paying town 

city license. 

A bill from A. E. Ferguson, under¬ 
taker, for $20 re burial of the Vollon- 
dorf baby, was refused payment.
